Chairman Wayne Norris an- 


nounced early Thursday the 
Commission's deliberations, in 
private, may take several hours. 
He will announce the outcome 


yerbally to the press, but advised 
that drawing up the ruling in 
written form may take several 
days. 


•'This is the first one we've had 


and it could set a precedent so we 
want to be very careful in 
reaching a decision and in how 
we phrase our ruling in writing," 
Chairman Norris stated. Norris

will personally write the decision 
ruling. 


Capt. Garrett appealed both his 


suspension without pay and the 
police chief s efforts to have him 
demoted. 
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At the outset of the lengthy 


hearing, which got under way in 
the City Hall courtroom at 7:30 
p.m. and ended at 11:34 p.m., the

ascertained from Chief Massey 
that his position was that he 
wanted both the suspension and 
demotion considered jointly on 
the basis of "punishment" for 
alleged neglect of duties as set 
forth in four charges against 
Garrett and not on the basis of 
inability to perform the duties of 
his position. Subsequently, in 
testifying, Chief Massey said he 
regarded Garrett as a "g 
officer" and a good friend of long 
standing, and capable, but that in 
filing these charges he con- 
sidered Garrett had not fully 
assumed his responsibilities as 
the officer placed in charge of the 
radio patrol.

He cited Article XVI, Sec. 12, of 


the Texas Constitution reading 
«No—person holding or exer- 
cising any office of profit or trust, 
under the United States, or either 
of 
them 
shall.....hold 
or 


exercise any office of profit or 
trust under this State."

In 
challenging 


qualifications, Morris cited that 
Norris is a federal employe (as 
assistant postmaster) and holds a 
position of profit and trust. 


He challenged Dr. McGary's 


qualification to serve since he 
held an office of trust as a CSC 
commissioner 
prior to the 


summer of 1971 when he was 
appointed to and took office (as 
an office of trust) as a member of 
Corsicana's 
Board 
of 


Equalization, He contended that 
when McGary accepted the 
Board of Equalization 
ap- 
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pointment he automatically 
abandoned the office as a Civil 
Service commissioner. 


Morris challenged Pease on the 


grounds that he is the purchasing 
agent for the city and therefore 
holds a position of profit and trust 
with the city. 


C h a i r m a n 
N o r r i s 


acknowledged Wednesday night 
and again Thursday morning that 
he "had never before thought 
about the challenges Morris 
raised'' especially regarding 
himself as a federal employe. , 


At the hearing Wednesday 


night, Chairman Norris ex- 
pressed the opinion that this 
might be a point to be challenged 
in court proceedings and that the 
hearing as called on Capt. 
Garett's appeal would proceed 
inasmuch as all the witnesses and 
parties to the action were present 
for the board's attempt to 
develop "fair and just testimony 
so we can render a fair and just 
decision." 


Thursday 
morning, when 


contacted, Chairman Norris said

he thought the point raised by 
Morris would bear looking into by 
the City Attorney as Corsicana's 
legal counsel and adviser. 


"tie (Morris) may be entirely

that if Morris' contention should 
be correct "It will disqualify us 
on this and in future decisions." 


Norris said he personally ta- 


tended to investigate into their 
status in the light of Morris' 
challenge.

Jimmy Morris sought un- 
successfully at the hearing's 
outset to have the four charges 
against the captain dismissed as 
"vague" in that they did not 
detail specifically the acts he was 
alleged to have committed or 
duties he failed to perform and 
thus did not comply with 
regulations for civil service 
proceedings. Morris contended 
that in effect they were con- 
ducting a "trial" and denying his 
client due process. Chairman 
Norris upheld City Attorney Don 
Pevehouse's contention that the 
allegations set out by the police 
chief were sufficiently clear for 
the CSC to hear testimony 
developed in support of the 
charges. Norris also ruled that 
the proceedings "are a hearing" 
and as such "this board is at- 
tempting to get just and fair 
evidence to render a just and fair 
decision" regardless of what 
Morris called the proceedings. 
The chairman assured an 
audience which filled the cour- 
troom to overflowing spectators

Morris then challenged 


qualifications of the three board 
members individually to serve on 
the basis they each held either 
positions of "trust or profit" in 
conflict with requirements of the 
Texas Constitution.

Morris hammered at his con- 
tention that the meaning of the 
written charges Chief Massey 
had submitted in a letter when he 
suspended Capt. Garrett on Aug. 
17 were not specific, and the

incident Aug. 13 in which a police 
car figured in an accident and 
sustained damage in excess of 
$1,000; that Garrett had filed to

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Arlington Mayor Tom Vandergriff, 


speaking informally here today, has 
called for a spirit of cooperation among 
area towns and cities in developing a 100- 
mile strip of Central Texas from Cor- 
sicana through the Dallas-Fort Worth 
area to Gainesville. 


In 10 a.m. meeting with Chamber of 


Commerce board members and city 
officials, the veteran Arlington Mayor 
noted that the area in question is 
exeperiencing some of the most rapid 
growth in the country. The Dallas-Fort 
Worth area alone now has two million 
people, he said, and he envisions a 
population of four million. 


Vandergriff said he expects to see 


what he called "neighborhoods" 
developed within the region, citing 
Arlington as one and Corsicana as 
another. Drawing an analogy as if the 
100-mile stretch were one metropolis, he 
said, "You'd just be a few blocks from 
downtown, here in Corsicana.". 


In a speech peppered with humor and 


full of references to past associations 
with the Corsicana area the Mayor said 
he foresees "a most exciting future for 
our section of the state", with better 
control of development than in other 
parts of the country because we can 
profit from the mistakes of California 
and Florida. 


About 20 members of the Chamber of 


Commerce and visitors heard the 
Arlington solon call for new ways to 
develop sources of revenues, citing 
Arlington voters' recent passage by a 
four-to-one majority of a ten million 
dollar bond issue to build the ." Seven 
Seas" amusement park—while they had 
been less enthusiastic about a bond issue 
to improve the sewage system earlier.

Money for Improving 
County Roads Okayed 


The Texas Highway Com- 


mission has approved the 
spending of $468,600 for highway 
safety and betterment and im- 
provement of the farm-to-market 
road system in Navarro County, 
according to a release from the 
state's Highway Department. 


A total of 70.2 miles in the 


county will be involved, with the 
work to be done under the 
supervision of resident engineer 
Jack R. London of Corsicana. 


The state's 1972 program in- 


cludes 797 projects in 195 counties 
at a cost of $40.4 million. More 


than 4.8. thousand miles of roads 
and highways are slated for 
work. 


Fifty-four per cent of the 


program involves projects on 
U.S. and State-numbered high- 
ways, with forty-two per cent of 
the remainder scheduled for 
Earm-to-market roads. The 
remaining funds are set for right- 
of-way and relocation assistance 
costs. 


Types of work include recon- 


struction of roadways, drainage 
structures and approaches; 
widening, additional surfacing, 


seal coating to protect highway 
surfaces and to give pavements 
improved 
skid-resistant

Social Security Office 


Q. I often work for my husband 


in his business. He is the owner of 
a grocery store. Is it possible for 
him to pay me wages and report 
them so I can become insured for 
social security benefits? 


A. No. This is considered 


family employment and is not 
covered by social security. 


Q. When a girl marries, does 


she need to get a new social 
security card? 


A. Yes. Her name changes and 


her employer must report wages 
under the name and number on 
her card. Therefore, she should 
get a new card that will show her 
new name, even though the 
number will remain the same. 


Q. I have a maid who woks for 


me only one day per week. I pay 
her $5.00 per day. Since this is 
such a small amount, do I have to 


take out social security taxes on 
her wages? 


A. Yes. Since you pay her more 


than $50.00 in a calendar quarter 
of the year, she is covered by 
social security. You are required 
by law to withhold social security 
taxes and report her wages on a 
quarterly basis to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Q. I will be age 65 this year and 


have no plan for retiring, but 
somewhere I heard I would have 
to file for Medicare. When is the 
best time to do that? 


A. A person should file an 


application with social security to 
get set up for Medicare 2 or 3 
months before the month of age 


65. This is true even though you 
have no intention of retiring. 


Q. I am unable to gto to a social 


security office because of my 
disability. What should I do Jo 
complete my claim? 


A. Telephone your social 


security office. You will be 
assisted in filing your claim by 
phone.

'Corinne's Curry' a Small Buffet

Concert musicians always 


are on the go. Composer- 
conductor Harold Farber- 
man and his wife Corinne 
Curry, a concert and opera 
singer, flit between the East 
and West Coasts. He is 
music director for the Oak- 
land, Calif., Symphony Or- 
chestra. Both enjoy enter- 
taining and a specialty of 
the house is a curried shrimp 
and crab casserole called, 
significantly, 
"Corinne's 


Curry." It is a small buffet 


in itself with a number of 
accompanying side dishes to 
top the curry and rice or 
noodles also may be served. 


"CORINNE'S CURRY" 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 onion, sliced 
4 tablespoons flour 
2 cups chicken bouillon 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
3 teaspoons curry powder, 


or to taste 


Z cups lump crabmeat 


(canned or fresh) 


Z cups cooked and 


cleaned shrimp 


Salt and freshly ground 


black pepper to taste 


Corinne Curry cooks the 


shrimp: Bring 1 cup cold 
water to boiling, add shrimp 
and bring to boil again. 
Lower heat and simmer for 
3 minutes or until all the 
shrimp are pink—no more. 
Longer cooking toughens the 
shrimp. Remove from heat, 
uncover and cool. Peel and 
clean the shrimp out and 
remove from the stock. Heat 
the butter in a 2-quart flame- 
proof casserole. Add the 
sliced onion and cook for 5 
minutes.
